Justice John Marshall at Ninth and
Marshall Streets. The house was built
by Chief Justice Marshall himself, and
with its wide and .simple rooms, its
harmonious detail and its superior
l>eauty of line and construction, is en¬
tirely in keeping with Hie mind and
nature of the. gieat man who planned
it and lived within its wails. The as¬
